Forced by Conditions 


Expense of Salvaging Would 
Have Been Great 


{EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

NEW YORK, Feb. 22.— Any de- 
talled study of the French debt 
to America today—which includes 
$407,000,000 for surplus materials 
stored in France at the time of 
the armistice—at once raises two 
questions: Why did the United 
States sell France her surplus ma- 
terials at about one-fourth of 
their cost? Why not sell them 
eleewhere at better figures and 
terms? 

The answer is that the United 
States had virtually no choice but 
to sell the goods where they were 
sold, for the best price and under 
the best terms obtainable. The 
Liquidation Commission sums it 
up in its report as follows: : 

“We had either to sell to the 
French government or tear down

Should be Natural

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—Rall- 


road consolidation should be al- 
— to proceed in a natural fash- 

„ and not be artificially stimu- 
lated or hindered by Federal leg- 
islation, Mark W. Potter, who re- 
signed last week from the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, 
writes this week in Nation’s Busi- 
ness, a publication of the United 
States Chamber of Commerce. 

Mr. Potter directed his criticism 
toward requirements in the Tran 
portation Act, that the chief rail- 
roads in the country be permitted 
to consolidate into eighteen or 
twenty systems of great size, in 
accordance with such “vlan” as 
the commission may approve. 

Instead of directing the creation 
of a plan which railroads must 
follow in combining, he said, of- 
ficers and stockholders of the pres- 
ent company should given 
freedom to make their own ar- 
rangements for consolidation and 
to put them into effect, provided 
that the comm n pproved 
them, as being in} the public in- 
terest ;

Solemnity and Charm 


Says nage is Important 
Factor of Civilization

It is just a brief little service, 
but fraught with peculiar solem- 
nity, charm, spiritual dedication. 

The Rt. Rev. Bishop J. J. John- 
son visited the little Church of 
St. Anthanasius yesterday morning 
to confirm twenty-three of its 
young people, who “having now 
come to years of discretion and 
having learned what their god- 
fathers and godmothers promised 
for them in their baptism, they 
may themselves, with their own 
,mouths, consent openly and de- 
fore the church ratify and confirm 
̃ 

There is something extraordi- 
narily lovely about these boys and 
‘girls, just emerging into manhood, 
i womanhood, thus taking new vows, 
and kneeling before the altar to 
receive the bishop's blessing in 
their solemn resolution. 

Old faces, a little weary in re- 
pose, even here and there a iitile 
hardened, smiled and softened and 
became glad in this atmosphere. 
Young parents waxed proud and 
happy smaller brothers and sisters 
alert with interest—and the kindly 
pastor of the church, Rev. Thom- 
as Marshall, justly radiant in this 


ing themselves for this step, study- 
ing the beauty of their church's 
creed, its lofty principles, the in- 
ner spiritual meaning behind the 
practical solace of its prayers, and 
the designed formality of its di- 
vine services. 

The soft and pregnant strains 
of the organ music open the serv- 
ice, as the white surpliced choir, 
preceded by the cross-bearer, files 
up the aisle, the pastor and the 
bishop in the rear, break out into 
an ever-rising volume of praise- 
song as they take their place in 
the chancel.

“Almighty God, the Father of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. who de- 
sireth not the death of a sinner, 
but rather that he may turn from 
his wickedness and live. .. .” 
“He pardoneth and absolveth 
them that truly repent. ... 

This is followed by the of 
joy. sung with tremendous enthu- 
siasm, O come let us sing unto 
the Lord, let us heartily rejoice in 
the strength of our salvation.” 

A firm. clear recital of the 
Lord's Praver. the responsive read- 
ing of the Psalms for the day. pre- 
ceded the reading of the lesson 
frof& Isaiah VI. Then came the 
unison singing of the Te Deum 
Laudamus. the last verse of which 
had peculiar significance for these 
young people. “O Lord in thee 
have 1 trusted, let me never be 
confounded.” 

The young people took their 
Places before the altar during the 
singing of the Confirmation h ; 

With the reading of the face 
first quoted, Dr. Marshall pr ted 
the young people to the bishon 
who asked them whether they 
understood the vow they were 
about to ratify. 

Clearly, unhesitatingly they 
anawered in unison. 1 do.” 

The Bishop then offered a devout 
prayer that they might be 
strengthened “with the Holy Ghost 
and Comforter,” and “daily in- 
crease in Thy manifold gifts: of 
grace.” 

He then placed his hands upon 
each separate young head, mur- 
muring over each in turn: 

“Defend, O Lord, this, Thy child, 
with Thy Heavenly Grace, that he 
may continue Thine forever, 44 
daily increase in Thy Holy Spirit 
more and more until he come unto 
Thy everlasting kingdom.” 

The bishop then recited ardent 
jprayers for these children’s guld- 
ance and inspiration. concluding 
with a profound blessing. - 

The bishop’s sermon was brief 
but pregnant with inspiration. 
What did »e understand dy re- 
ligion? Was it merely a system 
of conduct by which we hoped to 
save our own souls in the here- 
after? 

On the contrary, he said. it was 
for here and now. Civilization 
must be founded 2 religion. 
God's great purpose to build up 
a great civilization on earth that 
shall reach rfection,. and the 
purpose of religion is to bring men 
into a personal relationship with 
God in the creation of this nobler. 
better civilization. The religion of 
Jesus Christ is for the present, to 
make the world a more decent. 
honorable worthwhile place to live

The bishop quoted fom the 
Prophet Micah iv, 4. “And they 
shall sit every man under his vine 
and under his fig tree, and none 
shall make them afraid, for the 
Mouth of the Lord of Hosts hath 
spoken it.” 

This he interpreted as meaning 
that a great justice and peace and 
worthiness shall have come to the 
world, honesty, kindliness, the 
brotherhood of man. 

“T Uke to think of Heaven as » 
place where I can live with my 
friends under the highest princi- 
ples, that Heaven will be a civili- 
zation of the nth power.” We wero, 
therefore, not to be religious de- 
cause we wanted to go to Heaven 
when we died, but because we 
wanted to play our part in bulld- 
ing up God's great civilization— 
just as fine men made tremendo 
sacrifices for their country in 
times of war, so must each gener- 
ation make fine sacrifices for the 
upbuilding and defense of God's 
civilization here on earth. He 
warned the young people not to 
mistake “an emotional experience” 
for religion—unt!] it been 
transiated in some fine unselfish 


act.

Ex-Chief of Constabulary in 
New York Here 


Cites Benefits of Troopers to 
Empire State 


Says 200 Men Would Guard 
All of California 
Rural police in every State in 
the Union would materially cut 
down America’s annual criminal 
record, asserts Dr. G. F. Chandier 


of Kingston, N. T., organizer of 
New York's State police and until 
a year ago superintendent of that 
force of officers. 

Dr. Chandler, here on a vacation 
and guest at the Biltmore, bases 
his assertion on the results of the 
work of the Empire State's rural 
constabulary, created In 1917. 

“Convictions have been obtained 
in 93 per cent of the arrests made 
by the New York State police.“ Dr. 
Chandler said. “It has practical- 
ly eliminated tramps rom the 
rural districts, checked strikes and 
riots in numerous instances, en; 
abled farmers to return to sheep- 
raising exterminating sheep- 
killing dogs, afforded protection for 
women and children in remote dis- 
triets, and in general, has put an 
end to rural crime. The farming 
population is the department's 
strongest supporter.” 

The New York State police con- 

sists of 500 men, recruited from the 
ranks of former service men and 
the State Militia. Military in or- 
ganization, only men with some 
army training are permitted to 
join the force. It is maintained at 
an expense to the State of $7.23 
a Gay per man, or a total of 
$1,200,000 annually. 
The men are divided into six 
groups, each located at a strategic 
point in the State, so connected: by 
railroads that the entire force can 
be mobilized on short notice. The 
telephone companies co-operate 
with the department in furnishing 
speedy communication. eo re- 
motest telephone instrument in the 
State can speedi get in touch 
with the rural police at any time 
of the day or — 2 The troopers. 
as they are called, work in pairs 
and are constantly traveling over 
their respective districts, using 
horses, flivvers and motorcycles. 

“I believe every State should es- 
tablish a rural police department,” 
said Dr. Chandler. “Its cost is in- 
significant in comparison with ben- 
efits. The New York departmént 
has saved the State many millions 
of dollars a year. In California, 
which could be handled easily by a 
force of 200 men, I believe you 
would find that the department 
would pay for the initial cost in 
two years, and after that it would 
yield the State a profit.” 

Dr. Chandler, who is a surgeon, 
resigned as head of the State po- 
lice to resume his profession. He 
served as an adjutant of the First 
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New York Brigade on the Mexi- 
can border in 1916 and during the 
war was a major in the Marine 
Corps. In 1921 he established a

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ULTIPLE TAXATION >| 

Addressing the National Tax Associa- 
tion, the President recently called attention 
to the glaring and palpable injustice of the 
multiple taxation of inherited incomes. He 
gave a concrete instance of how a single 
share of stock may be taxed seven times 
by the Federal and State governments; and 
he said that the multiple taxes and the cost 
of the transfers frequently exceed the value 
of the stock. 

This multiple taxation evil has grown 
since the war until it often amounts to con- 
fiscation of small blocks of stock; and the 
waste is so great that the heir may lose the 
inheritance without any of the governments 
materially benefiting. In this connection 
the President pertinently said: 

The most obvious field for economy 
is dor the government to spend less. 
It is, however, equally desirable that 
the burden put by the government on 
its citizens be productive of govern- 
ment revenue and not destructive of 
the property of the taxpayer, for it is 
what the taxpayers give, rather than 
what the government ultimately spends, 
which measures the effect of the tax 
upon the citizen. Wa should, therefore, 
by a simplification of our methods of 
taxation and the imposition of econom- 
feally sound rates of taxation, make 
certain that the government realizes 
more nearly the values which the citi- 
zen relinquishes. .

Unless some measure is placed upon this 
multiple taxation it is bound to discourage 
the holding of stocks and bonds as invest 
ments. It serves to discourage the small 
stockholder; and experience has proved 
that the corporations give the best service 
whose securities are held by the greatest 
number of individuals. In referring to the 
attitude of the States the President said: 
A solution of the problem presents 

the difficulty of obtaining reciprocal ac- 
tion on the part of the States, but I 
feel that, in fairness to each other and 
to their taxpayers, they will find a way 
of obviating this extravagance by giv- 
ing up entirely the collection of taxes 
upon personal property of nonresident 
decedents or by the imposition upon 
the transfer of such property of a tax 
extremely simple in administration and 
small in amount. 

If the representatives from the sovereign
